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To ensure a successful year for any club it is essential to have 
a program planned for the year’s activities and meetings. A 
well planned program avoids too much stress being placed on cer¬ 
tain phases of a club’s time. We find that in some clubs the social 
activities have been given all the time while the cultural or spirit¬ 
ual periods have been neglected. Less time is wasted at the meet¬ 
ings on wondering what to do next month since the chairmen with 
their committees will be organizing and planning for these activ¬ 
ities. Due to careful planning a club’s meetings and activities will 
be more enjoyable and beneficial to their members. . 

In the fall a program committee should be appointed to do the 
planning for the club. Perhaps the vice-president could be in 
charge of this committee and see that the plans that are laid will 
be for the good of the members. The completed program then is 
presented to the entire club for their approval. With the necessary 
alterations completed the various chairmen and their committees 
begin to plan for these activities well in advance. 

In reading about the activities of the best UlC.Y. club in 
Canada wdiich is the Blessed Virgin Mary U.C.Y. of Winnipeg, we 
find that they were able to accomplish much. Study this report 
carefully since some of their activities might also be successfully 
held in your club. 

Not only are programs helpful in clubs but the regional, dioc¬ 
esan and national will find them of aid in carrying out their pro¬ 
jects. These programs could be extended for their full term of 
office whether it is two or three years. 

If any of your clubs have had experience with program plan¬ 
ning please submit your suggestions and ideas which I will be 
glad to see published. I feel that all clubs should help each other 
in any way possible and in this way we will build stronger and 
better clubs throughout our organization.

In my acceptance address during the fifth session of our Na¬ 
tional Convention held in Winnipeg between July 2 and 3, and in 
my talk with you that appeared in the last issue of our own 
magazine, I stressed the importance of the individual member and 
his importance to us of the National Executive. In these columns 
which will be headed “Our President Comments” I will try to speak 
with you the individual member and also when desirable with your 
local or diocesan executives. Let’s make this column a link between 
you and us. 

Our National Convention came and went and so did the sum¬ 
mer months which we all try to use for relaxation or some other 
type of renewal. With the onset of the fall and winter we return 
to our hobbies, organizations or other interests which by their 
nature are suitable for indoors. With this change of pace, all our 
U.C.Y. locals and diocesan executives return to normal routines, 
elect new executives where necessary and resume their club activ¬ 
ities. We hope that once your clubs get going, and they could be 
in full swing by St .Michael’s Day, you will let your diocesan exe¬ 
cutives know that you are functioning. If you do, they will be able 
to help you in your programs and be of any other assistance that 
your club may require. Please remember that your diocesan exe¬ 
cutive as well as your National exist only to serve you — that is 
their aim. 

In the last issue of the Youth magazine you had the opportun¬ 
ity to read the resolutions passed by our delegates at the National 
Convention.

As you have seen the U.C.Y. fiscal year will now begin on Septem¬ 
ber 1st and end on August 31. You are asked to comply with this 
standardization immediately so that we all function together. It 
was unpremeditated but realized later, that our new fiscal year 
starts at the same time as the Ecclesiastical Year in the Ukrainian 
Rite. Tradition relates that our Lord Jesus Christ started his 
public career in September and it is in remembrance of this that 
the ecclesiastical year in the Eastern Church begins at this time. 
It is nice to know that our choice has precedent in tradition. 
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Another resolution which affects you immediately pertains 
to the increase in membership fee to $3.00 per year. Your dele¬ 
gates have seen fit to increase the Youth magazine subscription to 
$1.50. This was a most timely increase. You know very well how 
prices have increased over the last 20 years. Yes, our Youth 
magazine started publication in 1944 and its price was unchanged 
though it did cost from $1.30 to $1.40 a year to publish it during 
the last 10 years. No wonder the magazine was never financially 
stable. An increase from 25 to 75 cents was approved to the por¬ 
tion sent to the National Executive. It was felt that the National 
should get more money so that they could accumulate some funds 
which would allow printing and free distribution of the U.C.Y. 
Constitution to all members on a regular basis. We are sure that 
this was a worthwhile decision from which only you could benefit. 
Your local executives retention was also increased from 25 to 50 
cents. It was only the portion retained by your diocesan executive 
that remained unchanged. All the above together give you the $3.00 
membership. We hope and think that you will agree that our 
membership is very reasonable and that each one of you can 
afford this expense once per year. We urge you, with all our 
heart, to support your local and buy your memberships as soon as 
possible. 

The other resolutions and items of interest to you I will 
discuss with you in the next issue. Now in closing we wish you a 
good start in your club’s activities. God bless you.

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St. Margaret Mary Alacoque (1647-1690) 


St. Margaret was born on July 
22nd, 1647 at Llautecour in the 
Charolais district of Burgundy. 
She was the fifth child of Clau¬ 
de Alacogue, a royal notary. 

When she was eight years old, 
her father died, and her troubles 
began in earnest. Her mother 
fruitlessly tried to collect bad 
debts he had left in the country¬ 
side. Mother and daughter were 
obliged to share the farm with 
relations-in-laws, envious, rap¬ 
acious and coarse, who were 
glad to have the refined Alac- 
ogues at their mercy. 

Margaret was cured from a 
wasting sickness at 14 after 
making a vow to Our Lady that 
she would one day be one of her 
daughters. In June 1671, after 
many struggles, she entered the 
Visitation convent of Paray-le- 
Monial among forty aristocrats, 
some of whom had no vocation. 

In the retreat before her pro¬ 
fession, our Lord said, “Behold 
the wound in my side, wherin 
thou art to make thein actual 
abode, now and forever. She 
was professed on November 6th, 
1672, and made assistant to the 
kindly but brisk and practical 
infirmarian who had small use 
for ecstasies. 

The first of the four great 


T 

visions in which Christ reveal¬ 
ed His Sacred Heart to her took 
place soon after Christmas on 
the feast of St. John the Evan¬ 
gelist, 1673. He said, “My div¬ 
ine Heart is so inflamed with 
love for men, and for thee in 
particular, that being unable 
any longer to contain within it¬ 
self the flames of its burning 
charity, it must spread them 
abroad by thy means. 

In the second great vision, 
“He assured me that we must 
honour the heart of God under 
the figure of this heart of 
flesh.” 

The third great vision took 
place on a first Friday of some 
unspecified month. Christ es¬ 
pecially enjoined her to com¬ 
municate on the first Friday of 
each month. 

These revelations brought all 
manner of physicial infirmity 
to her which she welcomed joy¬ 
fully. 

In the autumn of 1674, God 
promised to send her a servant 
of his to confirm her in her 
way. “My faithful servant and 
perfect friend,” Piere Claude la 
Colombiere made his final vows 
at Lyons in February, 1675, and 
immediately afterwards, to the 
surprise of everybody who had 
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followed his brilliant career in 
Paris, he was sent to be super¬ 
ior of the Jesuit house at Par- 
ay. A shrewd intellectual, he 
never knew ectasies by person¬ 
al experience, but was content 
to love Christ in “a cloud of 
unknowing. When he saw Mar¬ 
garet, he was inspired to say to 
Mere Saumaise: “She is a chos¬ 
en soul.” He confirmed her in 
her way. z 

The greatest vision of all took 
place within the octave of Cor¬ 
pus Christi in the year 1676. Be 
fore the Blessed Sacrament ex¬ 
posed on the altar, she heard 
these tremendous words: “Be¬ 
hold this Hearet which has so 
loved men, that it has spared 
nothing, even to exhausting and 
consuming itself in order to 
prove its love for them.” And 
then Christ asked her that the 
Friday after the octave of Cor¬ 
pus Christie should be set a- 
part for a special feast to honor 
his heart; Communion was to 
be received on that day and re¬ 
paration made by a solemn act. 

Pere la Colombiere told her 
to commit all her visions to 
writing before he left for Lon¬ 
don. 

The terrible persecution from 
the community came to a head 
on November 20th, 1677. Our 
Lord commanded Margaret to 
offer herself a victin to divine 
justice, to expiate the sins of 


the community against charity. 
When she knelt down to do so, 
they all began to think she had 
gone out of her mind. The 
night that ensued is almost un¬ 
believable. She said that all the 
sufferings of her life put toget¬ 
her would not compare with 
what she endured that night. 
Afterwards, one of the nuns af¬ 
firmed on oath: “She knew that 
the said Sister Alacoque had 
suffered all that she could suf¬ 
fer by contempt, contradictions, 
rebukes, insults, reproaches, 
without complaining, and pray¬ 
ing for those by whom she was 
ill treated. 

Mere Saumaise, her superior, 
left on Ascension Day, 1678, 
and on June 17th came 44 year 
old Mere Greyfie, providentially 
sent to sift the evidence, to put 
the saint to the test and to 
guard her exquisite humility. 
Mere Greyfie decided that Mar¬ 
garet’s complete cure from her 
ills for a specified time, would 
be the proof that her visions 
were authentic. 

In 1684 Mere Greyfie left 
Paray. A new generation of 
young nuns was springing up. 
Soon after, Margaret was ap¬ 
pointed novice mistress. On her 
feast, St. Margaret’s Day, July 
20th, 1685, which fell that year 
on a Friday, Margaret told her 
novices that, instead of pres¬ 
ents, she would prefer them to 
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offer to Christ s heart all the so dolorous and so exquisite’ 


honors they had intended for 
her. So they prepared a little al¬ 
tar for her on thd morning of 
her feast, having placed on it 
a crude, naive drawing of the 
wounded Heart surrounded by 
flames and a crown of thorns. 
By June 1686 the nuns were do¬ 
ing honor to a miniature of the 
Sacred Heart in choir. On Sep¬ 
tember 7th, 1688, the first cha¬ 
pel in the garden was consecra¬ 
ted to the Sacred Heart. 

Her work done, Margaret fell 
ill on October 8th, 1690. She 
whom Abbe Bremand movingly 
calls ‘so fragile and so lofty, 


was soon to become the inher¬ 
itor of all the graces of the 
Sacred Heart. She died in an 
ardent transport of love on Oct¬ 
ober 17th. She was 43 years of 
age. 

The nuns noticed how beauti¬ 
ful she had become. Outside in 
the street could be heard the 
voices of children crying out: 
“The saint of the Holy Maries 
is dead.” 

She was beatified in 1864 and 
canonized in 1920.

We, the Executive of the Dio¬ 
cese of Manitoba wish to pre¬ 
sent to you a brief report of our 
activities and accomplishments 
from the time of the last Nati¬ 
onal U.C.Y. Convention in 1961 
to the present date. 

As it was resolved and passed 
at the Diocesan Convention 
held November 1961, that the 
Diocesan Executive of Manito¬ 
ba be somewhat limited to ad¬ 
ministrative duties rather than 
organizational, we, have in a 
sense done just that. It became 
of prime importance and our 
aim to assist the Locals to be¬ 
come strong within themselves 
and to encourage them to ex¬ 
pand their membership so that 
the Diocese of Manitoba would 
be at the top of the member¬ 
ship standings. 

Activities within the Diocesan 
Organization: 

Before any assistance could 
be given to the Locals, the dioce¬ 
se found that they had to be¬ 
come organized within themsel¬ 
ves. Previous to the 1961 term, 
no accurate records were kept 
as to the active locals, financial 
reports, minutes, etc. As a re¬ 
sult the following has been done 
to rectify the situation: 

1. Provincial Census taken to 
find out the number of active 
locals and youth members with¬ 
in the Locals. 

2. Contact Men established in 



each out-of-town local so that 
regular correspondence could be 
sent from the Diocesan inform¬ 
ing the clubs of membership 
cards, conventions, rallies and 
other such information. 

3. Each member of the Exec¬ 
utive was assigned a district of 
which he or she was in charge 
of all correspondence, member- 
shipcards, write-ups to be pub¬ 
lished, etc., in regards to the lo¬ 
cals involved. Regular reports 
from each District were sub¬ 
mitted at each General Meeting 
and recorded in the files. 

4. Map of Manitoba — To be¬ 
come better acquainted with 
the Districts of each out-of- 
town local and city locals a map 
was constructed. By means of 
colored pins, the Diocesan could 
tell which clubs were active, 
which were not, and their exact 
location. A chart was constru¬ 
cted in conjunction with map, 
which listed the names of every 


local (out-of-town and city) 
and their total paid-up mem¬ 
bers. Both are kept up to date 
so that by looking at the chart, 
anyone can see the present situ¬ 
ation of the Manitoba Diocese 
without refering to the files. 

5. New Application form for 
Membership Cards — a form 
has been devised which requires 
each member to complete in tri¬ 
plicate, when purchasing their 
membership card. One copy is 
sent to the Youth Magazine, 
one to the U,C.Y. National of 
Canada, and one kept for file. 
The member’s name, address, 
club and occupation is asked for 
on this form. 

6. New Filing System — All 
information received from the 
application forms is recorded on 
cards filed alphabetically and 
under the respective local. This 
eliminates any loss of names of 
paid-up members.
